1, The applicant affirmed that he desires this change for
the purpose of constructing a housing project for married
students at the University of Texas, this project to be
constructed of masonry with & playground in the center
for the benefit of the occupents and their children, the
buildings facing inward on a park area corresponding to
the garden type of apartment projects approved by the
Federal Housing Adminietration for mrizage insurance.

2e The widening of East Avenue will require 120 feet of that
portion of the applicant's property which is now zoned
- a8 a "BY Residence District and would not leave sufficient
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"B' zone remeining for any practical purposes, being of a
shape too small to erect satisfactory housing thercon.

3eSince the widening of Bact Avenue will deprive the applicant
of the majority of his “BY Residence property, the Boaxd
deemed that it would be only Jjust and fair to compensate
him by zoning the remainder of his property az a "B" Residence
zone and that YB" Residence zoning would be the proper zon-
ing slong the proposed inter-state highway in this area.

U, After examination of the property and the surrounding area,
the Board deems that a WB¥ Residence zone is the proper zon-
ing for this property in view of the character of the devel-
opment proposed and the additional need for housing for
University students, especially married couples, and that
this entire area is destined %o become an area for miltiple
housing to serve the constantly expanding University of Texas.

Thoge appearing in oppoesition to the change weres
Wm, Trenckmamn, Attorney, representing property owners within two

hundred feet of the proposed change, asked that any change made be made
in accordance with established principles of zoning the same as involved
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similar cages on the west side of the University; that if more "B Resi-
dence property is needed there is ample vacant property nearer the
University than this; and asked that the protest submitted to the Board
of Adjustment, together with the pictures, be considered,

Mrs., Ross Bell declared that they built their home there becanse it
vas a quiet, lovely place; that this project was no solution to the
University housing problem as the area was too small for adequate houging
of femilies with children; that the proponent kmew thls wag "A" Residence
property when he bought it; and that all of the property owners in the
area that have not & vacant lot to build on are against this project.

Mr, Dornmberger declared that it was unfair for one man %o destroy
the value of the homes there in order to make a few thousand dollars:
that the area in question was too small to housge that large mumber of

- apartments; and that the only property owners in favor of the change
are those with vacant property for speculation,

Mr, Steve Heffington declared that a majority of the property owners
within two hundred feet are against the change; that they built beasntiful
homes thers with their hard-earned money thinking it would remain AW
Residence District; that the people who went there first and invested
thelr money have the right to be heard and they are in a large majority;
that when the highwey goes in there will be a great many changes and some
kind of compromige should be worked out between the proponent and the -
property owners where Jjustice will be done, but above all things that the
will of the majority prevails.

Following o lengthy discussion, in which all property owners and other
interested citizens were given an opportunity to be fully and fairly heard,
on the matter, it was moved by Mayor Miller, seconded by Councilman Glase,
that the recommendationg of the Board of Adjustment be tentatively approved
